P R E F A C E. 


In  the  followino'  pages  I have  endeavoured  to  give  a short  genealogical  account  of  some  of 
the  various  hranches  of  tlie  Fox  family  now  settled  throughout  the  West  of  Fngland,  tracing  the 
descents  from  Francis  Fox,  of  St.  Germans,  and  his  wife,  Dorothy  Kekewich,  who  appear  to  have 
married  about  the  year  164(1,  and  l)ringing  the  pedigree  down  to  the  present  time. 

When  the  task  first  suggested  itself  to  me,  I did  not  anticipate  that  its  fulfilment  would  be 
so  arduous  an  undertaking,  and  I must  long  ago  have  relinquished  it  had  I not  found,  on  the  paid 
of  all  those  relatives  to  whom  I applied  for  information,  the  most  obliging  readiness  to  assist  me. 
Thus  encouraged,  however,  I persevered  ; and  although  I am  aware  that  the  omissions  must  be 
many,  I am  ready  to  ho]ie  that  the  errors  are  few,  and  trust  that  both  errors  and  omissions  will 
be  kindly  excused. 

To  attempt  to  carry  out  the  Female  branches  of  the  family  beyond  the  second  generation 
T have  found  to  be  nearly  hopeless,  although  I believe  that  it  was  done,  in  some  instances,  in  a 
Chart  constructed  many  years  ago  by  a member  of  the  family.  Thinking  it  would  not  be 
uninteresting  to  many  members  of  the  Fox  family,  I have  appended  a short  account  of  the 
Crokers  of  Lineham — one  of  the  oldest  fiimilies  in  Devonshire,  with  which  the  Fox’s  are  connected 
by  the  marriage  of  Francis  Fox  with  Tabitha,  daughter  and  heiress  of  George  Croker,  in  the  yeai' 
1686,  and  I have  also  added  some  short  notices  of  various  old  West  of  England  families  (now  for 
the  most  part  extinct),  with  which  the  Crokers  have  intermarried. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  various  members  of  the  family  and  others,  -who  have,  with 
the  utmost  readiness,  and  I fear  not  without  much  trouble,  furnished  me  with  information,  and  I 
also  desire  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  I have  derived  from  the  Chart  above  mentioned,  whicb, 
although  in  general  accurate,  is  wanting  in  some  particulars.

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Burke,  in  his  “ History  of  the  Commoners f BtiUes  that  “ the  numerous  families 
“ of  Fox  at  present  residing  in  the  West  of  England  sprang  from  one  common 
“ancestor,  a Francis  Fox,  who  married,  1616,  Dorothy  Kekew'ich.  Tradition 
“ represents  him  to  have  come  from  Wiltshire  (it  is  said  from  the  parish  of  Farley, 
“ or  that  of  Pitton),  somewhere  in  1645,  during  the  commotions  of  the  civil  war. 
“ lie  is  stated  to  have  been  descended  from  the  same  family  as  the  celebrated 
“ Sir  Stephen  Fox,  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Ilehester  and  the  Lords  Uolland.  It 
“ is  likewise  handed  down  that  he  was  one  of  seven  or  eight  sons,  and  that  others 
“ of  the  same  family  also  came  into  Devonshire  and  Cornwall,  settling  at  Plymouth 
“ and  Looe,  but  left  no  sons  who  survived. 

“ The  wife  of  this  Francis  Fox  was  Dorothy  Kekewich.  She  was  of  good  family, 
“ being  a relation  of  the  family  of  Kekewich  of  Exeter,  whose  house  at  Catchfreneh, 
“ in  the  parish  of  St.  Germans,  being  then  vacant,  became  their  residence  on  their 
“ first  settling  in  Cornwall. 

“ Francis  Fox  and  his  family,  consisting  of  three  sons,  joined  the  Society  of 
“ Friends  soon  after  its  first  establishment  in  Cornwall.  Some  of  them  shared  in 
“ the  sufferings  that  awaited  its  early  members  on  account  of  the  stand  which  they 
“ so  resolutely  and  successfully  made  for  liberty  of  conscience.  A considerable 
“part  of  the  family  are  still  members  of  the  same  religious  society.” — Burke's 
“ History  of  the  Commoners,"  Vol.  IV.,  page  314,  Article  Fox.

* In  some  circumstances  which  occurred  during  the  American  war,  the  disinterested 
conduct  of  Mr.  Joseph  Fox,  surgeon,  of  Falmouth,  deserves  to  be  recorded  as  exhibiting 
a striking  instance  of  attachment  to  the  principles  of  peace,  and  of  a resolution  not  to 
participate  in  profits  derived  through  war.  Mr.  Fox  had  a small  share  in  two  cutters, 
with  other  owners,  who,  at  the  commencement  of  hostilities  with  France,  in  1778,  armed 
these  vessels  as  letters  of  marque,  in  order  to  capture  French  merchantmen.  lie 
remonstrated  against  this  proceeding,  and  offered  to  sell  his  share,  but  in  vain.  The 
enterprise  was  successful,  and  some  valuable  ships  were  taken.  His  partners  then 
endeavoured  to  prevent  him  from  receiving  his  share  of  the  profits;  but  he  insisted  upon 
it,  and  lodged  the  amount  in  the  British  Funds,  not  disclosing  the  cucumstanee  to  any 
of  his  family,  but  resolving,  on  the  fii’st  opportunity,  to  make  full  restitution  to  the  French 
proprietors.  On  peace  being  restored,  in  1783,  he  took  measm-es  for  that  pui-pose,  and 
in  1784  commissioned  his  son.  Dr.  Edward  Long  Fox,  to  proceed  to  Paris,  where  he  first 
communicated  the  circumstances  to  him  by  letter.  Much  difficulty  and  delay  obstructed 
the  settlement  of  the  business,  and  early  in  1785,  while  it  was  yet  in  progress,  Mr.  Joseph 
Fox  died.  A notice  was  inserted  in  the  Gazette  de  France  of  the  25th  of  February  of 
that  year,  and  applications  in  consequence  being  speedily  made  by  most  of  the  sufferers, 
an  amount  of  about  £1,470  was  restored  to  the  principal  claimants,  who  made  an 
acknowledgment  in  the  same  Gazette  of  August,  1785,  as  follows : — “ L’avis  du  docteur 
“ Anglais  Edward  Long  Fox,  aux  personnes  interesses  comme  proprietaircs  ou  assureurs 
“dans  quelques  batimens  pris  dans  la  derniere  guerre,  public  dans  la  Gazette,  du  25 
“Fevr-icr  dernier,  n’a  pas  eth  sans  effet:  les  Sieui's  Etie,  Lefebvre  freres  de  Rouen,  et 
“Martel  pere  du  Havre,  viennent  d'ecrire  que  le  docteur  Edward  Long  Fox  a satisfait  ii 
“ leur  ^gard  a ce  qu’il  avoit  fait  annoncer.  C’est  conformement  ii  leur  voeu,  que  Ton 
“ donne  ici  la  publicity  qu’O  merite  a ce  trait  de  geniirosite  et  du  equitfi  qui  honore  la 
“societe  des  Quakers  et  prouve  leur  attachement  aux  principes  de  paix  et  d’union  qui  les 
“ caracterisent.”  A small  sum  still  remained  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  E.  I..  Fox,  the  equitable 
proprietors  of  which  could  not  be  discovered,  and  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolutionary 
War,  and  other  circumstances,  prevented  the  disposal  of  it  for  many  years.  At  length,  in 
1818,  the  sum  having  accumulated  by  interest  to  £600,  Dr.  Fox  again  proceeded  to  Paris, 
and  after  instituting  various  inquiries  as  to  the  best  means  of  its  appropriation,  he  placed 
the  amount  in  the  treasui’y  of  the  Invalid  Seamen  of  France,  for  the  relief  of  non- 
combatants  of  the  merchant  service,  the  family  of  Lefebvre,  of  Rouen,  being  invested 
with  a limited  power  to  recommend  suitable  objects.  Thus,  as  far  as  circumstances 
w’ould  permit,  was  the  original  design  of  the  principal  agent  completely  fulfilled.  To  the 
honour  of  the  French  character  it  must  be  stated,  that  no  claim  was  made  by  any 
individual  W'hich  was  not  subsequently  proved  by  the  documents  to  be  correct.  The 
public  advertisement  issued  by  Dr.  Fox  drew  forth  an  address  to  him  from  a body  of 
Protestants  in  the  South  of  France — viz.,  at  Nismes,  Congeries,  &c., — whose  religious 
principles  closely  resemble  those  of  the  Society  of  Friends. — Taken  chief  y from  Burke's

The  family  of  Croker,  or  Crocker,  was  one  of  the  most  ancient  in  Devonshire, 
being  undoubtedly  one  of  the  old  Saxon  families.  Prince,  in  his  “ Worthies  of 
Derow,”  remarks,  “There  is  a tradition  in  this  county  of  three  eminent  families, 
“ that  they  were  settled  here  before  the  Conquest,  according  to  that  old  saw,  often 
“ used  among  us  in  discourse, — 

‘ Crocker,  Crewys,  and  Coplcstono, 

Ayhen  the  Conqueror  came,  were  at  homo.’  ” 

ITo  also  states  that  in  his  time,  the  then  heir  of  the  family,  Courtenay  Croker, 
of  Linehain,  had  told  him,  “ that  when  travelling  in  Saxony,  he  mot  some  gentlemen 
“of  Ids  name,  and  that  they  gave  the  same  coat  of  arms  as  he  doth,  a plain  argu- 
“ment  that  originally  they  came  out  of  that  country.”  Their  family  scat  for  many 
generations  was  Linehain,  in  the  parish  of  Yealhampton,  co.  Devon,  brought  to 
them  by  the  marriage  of  a Sir  John  Croker  with  Agnes,  heiress  of  Giles  Churchill, 
to  whose  ancestor  it  had  been  granted  at  the  Conquest.  By  the  marriage  of  Mary, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Courtenay  Croker,  with  James  Bulteel,  of  Flete,  it  passed 
into  that  family,  and  it  lately  has  been  sold  by  their  representative  to  Mr. 
Bastard,  of  Kitlcy.  Originally,  the  Crokers  lived  at  a place  called  Crocker’s  Hele, 
in  the  parish  of  Mecth,  or  Methc,  four  miles  from  Ilatherleigh,  Devon.  They 
formed  numerous  marriages  with  some  good  Norman  and  Saxon  families,  such  as 
Churchill,  Pollard,  Fortescue,  Bonrile,  Strode,  Coplestone,  Yeo,  ^'c.,  cf'c.  “Their 
“genealogy,”  says  Mr.  Burke,  “is  preserved  with  wonderful  aecm’acy  by  Prince, 
“ Kisdon,  Pole,  and  the  other  Devonshire  historians,  as  well  as  by  numerous 
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“ pedigrees  and  documents.”  This  sketch  is  taken  ctiicfly  from  Prince’s  “ Worthies 
of  Devon,”  particularly  the  note  to  the  quarto  edition,  1810,  article  Croker ; 
Westcote’s  “ Devonshire  Pedigrees Risdou’s  “ Survey  of  Devon Pole’s 
“ Devon Burke’s  “ History  of  the  Commoners  various  references  to  the 
Harleian  MSS.  in  the  British  Museum,  and  some  coats  of  arms  on  an  old  screen 
that  formerly  stood  in  the  church  of  Yealhampton,  Devon. 

The  first  of  the  name  of  whom  we  have  any  account  is  William  Crocker,  of 
Crocker’s  Dele,  in  the  parish  of  Meeth,  Devonshire.  He  lived  about  1307,  and  left 
a son,  William  Crocker,  of  Hele,  temp.  Edward  III.  His  son.  Sir  John  Croker,  of 
Hele,  m.  Agnes,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Giles  Churchill,  of  Lineham  {see  Churchill). 
They  left  Sir  John  Croker,  of  Lineham,  who  m.  the  heiress  of  Corim,* * * §  and  had  a 
son.  Sir  John  Croker,  of  Lineham  and  Hemerdon,  who  m.  the  heiress  of  Dawnay  f 
(Sir  William  Betham,  late  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  states  that  this  Sir  John  Croker 
was  at  Agincourt  with  Henry  V.,  and  distinguished  himself  by  his  bravery.)  They 
had  a son.  Sir  John  Croker,  of  Lineham,J  &c.,  temp.  Edward  IV.  He  m.  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  of  Robert  Yeo,  of  Heanton  Sachville  {see  I'eo),  and  died  May  8, 
1508.  He  was  Cup  and  Standard  Bearer  to  King  Edward  IV.  Prince,  in  his 
“ Worthies  of  Devon,”  says,  “ As  to  Sir  John  Croker,  what  brought  him  first  into 
“ favour  at  court,  whether  coimage  and  skill  in  arms,  or  readiness  of  address,  or 
“ what  else,  I do  not  find,  but  he  became  so  gracious  with  King  Edward  IV.,  that 
“he  was  admitted  his  sworn  servant  in  the  honourable  office  of  cupbearer,  who,  in 
“ remuneratione  servitii,  gave  a cup  d’or,  having  in  the  centre  a rose,  p.p.r.,for  the 
“ crest  unto  his  coat  armour,  and  moreover  bestowed  upon  him  the  honour  of 
“ knighthood.”  This  crest  was  further  augmented,  in  1475,  by  Louis  XL  of  France, 
with  three  fleurs-de-lis,  p.p.r.,  on  the  occasion  of  Sir  John  accompanying  his 
master  into  France.  “The  addition  of  the  fleurs-de-lis,”  says  Burke,  in  his  “Historj' 
“ of  the  Commoners,”  article  Croker,  “ was  one  of  those  attentions  on  the  part  of 
“ the  French  monarch,  Louis  XI.,  by  which  he  sought  to  flatter  the  vanity  and 
“ gain  the  goodwill  of  the  English  gentry.”  ‘ On  ministers,’  says  Hume,  ‘ he 
“ ‘ lavished  pensions  and  pecuniary  bribes.  To  less  influential  persons,  such  lighter) 
“‘but  more  honourable  favours,’ as  this  to  Sir  John  Croker.  The  tomb  of  this 
‘‘  Sir  John  Croker,  with  his  effigy  in  brass  (see  woodcut),  is  in  the  parish  church  of 
“ Yealhampton,  Devon,”  with  the  following  inscription  : — “ Hie  jacet  Johannes 
“ Croker,  miles,  quondam  Ciphoramis  ac  Signifer  illustrissimi  regis  Edwardi  quarti, 
“ qui  obiit  Mali  8,  anno  Domini  millesimo  quingentesimo  octavo.”  The  son  of 
this  man  and  Elizabeth  Yeo  was  Sir  John  Croker,§  of  Lineham,  living  temp. 
Henry  VIII.,  who  m.  1st,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Lewis  Pollard, ||  of  Roborrow, 
CO.  Devon  {see  Pollard)  ; and  2nd,  Jane  Arundel,  but  had  no  issue  by  her.  By 
his  first  wife  he  left  a son, — 

John  Croker,  of  Lineham,  who  m.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Strode, of 
Newnham,  Devon  (see  Strode),  and  by  her  had — 

* The  Manor  of  Hemerdon  gave  name  to  an  ancient  family  who  held  it  until  the  year

Agnes,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  John 
Bonvile,  of  Ivy  bridge  {see  Bonvile).

NOTE  ON  THE  IRI.SII  FAMILY  OF  CROKER. 

Thomas  Croker,  of  Trevillas,  Cornwall,  the  second  son  of  John  Croker,  of 
Lineham,  and  Elizabeth  Strode,  m.  Margery  Gill,  of  Tavistock,  and  obtained,  about 
1600,  the  estate  of  Ballyanker,  in  the  county  of  Waterford.  He  had  several  sons, 
and  whilst  the  eldest  remained  at  Trevillas  (where  his  branch  is  sujqiosed  to  be 
extinct),  the  yomiger  ones,  to  the  number  of  three  or  four,  migrated  to  Ireland. 
They  w’ere  all  probably  soldiers;  two  of  them,  at  least,  were  so,  and  distinguished 
themselves  by  the  extraordinary  and  almost  romantic  capture  of  the  city  of  Water- 
ford in  1650  {see  Smitti's  “ Uistory  of  Ifaferford,"  page  147,  edit.  1774).  One  of 
the  biKithers  was  killed  in  the  assault,  and  another  (Hugh),  after  a long  course  of 
military  service,  settled  at  Ballyanker,  and  died  1663.  From  him  descended,  in 
seven  generations,  the  Eight  Ilonourahle  John  IFi/son  Croker,  LL  D.,  F.A.S. 
His  next  brother,  Edward  Croker,  of  Rawleighstown,  co.  Limerick  (wlio  was 
murdered  in  the  Irish  rebellion  of  1641),  was  ancestor  of  the  respectable  and 
wealthy  family  of  Croker,  of  Ballynagarde  and  Raleighstown,  Limerick  (at  present 
represented  by  Edward  Croker,  E.<iq.,  who  m.  1841,  Lady  Georgina  Ellen  Monck, 
sixth  daughter  of  Henry  Stanley,  Earl  of  Rathdown,  and  has  a large  family),  and 
of  a numerous  branch  settled  in  Dublin,  to  which  belong  Thomas  Crofton  Croker, 
Esq.,  F.S.A.,  and  Anne,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Croker,  Esq.,  and  w ife  of 
Sir  Edward  Crofton,  Baronet.  She  was  created,  1797,  Baroness  Crofton  in  her 
own  right.

“ whom  were  Hugh  Richard,  John  Robert,  Anthony,  Ulizaietk,  who  married,  &ir 
“ John  Croker,  of  Lineham,  co.  Devon  {see  Croker)  ; Jane,  Agnes,  Thomasin,  and 
“ Philippa.”

(Coplestone. 

Prince  says,  “ When  this  family  first  grew  eminent  I do  not  find,  but  if  common 
“ tradition  holds  true,  it  flourished  in  these  parts  before  the  Conquest.  However, 
“ if  so,  it  was  eclipsed,  as  most  of  the  Saxon  race  were,  a long  while  by  the  inter- 
“ position  of  the  Norman  Conqueror;  for  Sir  William  Pole  tells  us  he  had  not 
“ found  any  of  this  name  until  the  days  of  King  Edward  II.,  in  which  William  de 
“ Coplestona  was  set  down  as  a witness  to  a deed,  and  also  Richard  Coplestone  of 
“ Coplestone.  Wluoli  Richard  had  issue  Adam,  who  had  issue  John,  who,  by 
“ Katherine  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Graas,  of  Ting  Graas,  had  issue 
“ John  Coplestone,  of  Coplestone,  who,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and  lieir  of 
“John  Hawly,  of  Dartmouth,  had  issue  Philip,  John,  Walter,  and  Eleanor 
“ Coplestone,  married  to  John  Pollard,  Esq.,  of  Horwood,  co.  Devon  ” {see  Pollard) . 

[_Note. — They  were  wont  to  be  styled  Coplestone,  the  “ White  Spur.”  This  office 
was  made  by  creation  of  the  king,  the  ceremony  whereof  was  thus  : — What  gentle- 
man the  king  was  pleased  to  bestow  this  honour  upon,  he  was  wont  to  put  about 
his  neck  a silver  collar  of  esses,  or  SSS,  and  to  confer  upon  him  a pair  of  silver 
spurs.  Whereupon,  in  the  west  part  of  the  kingdom,  they  be  called  White  Spurs, 
by  which  they  are  distinguished  from  knights,  who  are  wont  to  wear  gilt  spurs. 
The  title  of  White  Spur  was  hereditary,  and  always  belonged  only  to  the  heir  male 
of  the  family. — Prince.^

The  first  of  the  name  was  Adam  Strode,  of  Strode,  in  the  parish  of  Ermington, 
near  Modbury,  co.  Devon,  at  which  place  he  resided  in  the  time  of  King 
Henry  III.  There  successively  followed  tliis  Adam  Strode,  Roger  Strode,  Richard 
Strode,  William  Strode,  John  Strode,  and  Reginald  Strode,  who,  by  Florence  his 
■wife,  had  issue  John  Strode,  of  Strode,  who  married  Melior,  daughter  of  William 
Sohnan,  and  had  issue  John  Strode,  who,  by  Jane,  daughter  of  Rurleigli,  of 
Clanacomb,  in  the  parish  of  Modbury,  had  issue  Richard  Strode.  He  married 
Margaret,  daughter  of  Henry  Fortescue,  of  JFood  {see  Fortescue),  and  had  two 
sons, — 1st,  William,  d.s.p.  ; 2nd,  Richard  Strode,  who,  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Ellis  Penilles,  of  Plympton,  had  issue  Richard,  who,  by  Agnes,  daughter 
of  John  Milliton,  of  Mewy,  had  issue  William,  Francis,  and  Richard,  and  two 
daughters, — 1st,  Cicely,  married  Thomas  Fortescue,  of  Winston ; and  2nd, 
Elizaleth  Strode,  married  to  John  Croker,  of  Lineham  {see  Croker). 
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Arms : Argent ; a chevron,  between  three  conies  passant,  sable. 

Orest : On  a mount,  a savin  tree  vert,  fructecl  gules.

Sir  Richard  le  Forte  fought  under  William  the  Conqueror  at  the  Battle  of 
Ilastings,  whence  he  obtained  for  himself  and  posterity  tlio  name  of  Fortescue. 
ITis  son  was  Sir  Adam  Fortescue,  who  obtained  Wymondeston,  or  Wynston,  in 
the  parish  of  Modbury,  co.  Devon.  liis  son  was  Jolin  Fortescue,  who  received 
a confirmation  of  the  lands  from  King  John.  The  succession  assigned  by  Sir 
William  Pole  is  from  this  John  Fortescue,  through  Robert,  three  Adams,  and 
William,  to  William,  who  married  the  heiress  of  Beauchamp.  lie  had  two  sons, 
— 1st,  William  Fortescue,  of  Wynston  ; and  2nd,  Sir  John  Fortescue  (Captain  of 
3Ieaux),  who,  by  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Norreis,  of  Norreis,  had  three 
sons, — 1st,  Sir  Henry  Fortescue,  of  Fallopit  and  Wood  (Chief  Justice  of  Ireland). 
His  descendant,  3Iargaret,  married  Richard  Strode  (see  Strode)  ; 2nd,  Ricliard 
Fortescue,  of  Pulesborn  ; 3rd,  Sir  John  Fortescue,  the  Chancellor  of  England. 
Arms : Azure,  a bend  engrailed  argent,  cotised  or. 

Crest : An  heraldic  tiger  passant,  argent ; armed,  maned,  and  tufted  or. 

Motto  : “ Forte  scutum  solus  ducuin.”

“ married  Ainesia,  and  had  issue  Sir  William  Bonvile,  Knight,  which,  by  Joan  his 
“ wife,  had  issue  Nicholas,  which,  by  Matilda  his  wife  [daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir 
“ Thomas  Pine,  of  Shute,  of  the  same  family  with  Sir  Adrian  du  Pin,  one  of  the 
“ Knights  of  the  Round  Table,  of  King  Arthur’s  institution,  about  the  year  of  our 
“ Lord  520],  had  issue  Sir  Nicholas  Bonvile,  Knight,  w hich,  by  Margaret  [daughter 
“ and  co-heiress  of  Sir  William  Damarel,  of  Woodbury,  Devon],  had  issue  John  and 
“ otliers.  John  Bonvile  died  in  the  liletime  of  his  father,  but  by  Elizabeth,  Lady 
“ of  Clinton,  bad  issue  M'llliam,*  Lord  Bonvile  [who  was  beheaded  after  the 
“second  battle  of  St.  Albans].  He  married  Margaret  Meriet,  and  had  issue  Sir 
“ M'illiam  Bonvile,  whicli  died  in  tlie  lifetime  of  bis  father,  but  left  issue,  by 
“ Elizabeth  his  wife  [the  only  daughter  and  heir  of  William,  Lord  Harrington], 
“ William  Bonvile,  Lord  Harrington,  which  also  died  in  the  lifetime  of  his  grand- 
“ father,  but  left  issue,  by  Catherine,  one  of  the  daughters  of  William  Nevil,  Earl 
“ of  Salisbury!  Cicely,  his  only  child,  who  afterwards  brought  a vast  estate  to 
“ Thomas  Grey,  Earl  of  Dorset.”
